Talked Eloquently to Free 


Will Baptist People 


At Their Church in the East End Sun- 


day Night—Church Packed With 


an Attentive Audience. 
. 


The large audience room of the 


Free Will Baptist church was packed 
last evening with people to listen to 
the eloquence of the Rev. Alva Crab- 
tree, And none were disappointed. 
Many were present who ,had listened 
to the great pulpit orator years ago. 
The theme of the discourse last even- 
ing was, ''The Spirit of the Almighty 
is the Only Source of Success." The 
text was from the fourth chapter of 
Zachariah, and a part of the sixth 
verse: "Not by might nor by power, 
but by My spirit, saith the Lord of 
Hosts." 
An abstract of the sermon 


follows: 


'-'Zerubabbel was chosen by the Lord 


to lead the hosts. 
The tribes were 


not satisfied with this selection, but 
God always selected men and women 
to do his work who were fitted for the 
work to be done. In this prince he 
saw a proper person. 
The people, 


however, thought he was not, on ac- 
count of his inexperience and on ac- 
count of the many enemies with 
which they had'to contend, but the 
Lord said unto Zerubabbel, 'Not by 
might nor by power, but by My 
spirit shall the work be done.' Zerub- 
abbel not only had these enemies to 
overcome, but he had other 'apparent 
^insurmountable 
difficulties. 
But 


these are only difficulties when we 
look at them from a human stand- 
point. When we IOOK to God the way 
is soon made clear. 
Moses prayed to 


the Lord for some way to save the 
children of Israel. The Lord said un- 
to them, /Standstill and see the 
workings of the Lord.' There is al- 
ways a way to overcome our diffi- 
culties if we appeal to God. There 
are those whose prospects look gloomy 
and they are almost ready to give up 
and complain, but, my friends, we 
must not trouble ourselves over the 
past. Life is too short, the average 
life being only aboutthirty-fiveyears, 
and we spend from twelve to fourteen 
years in useful play in our childhood 
days, then' one-third of the time 
asleep. We soon see that there is 
very little of this life to be wasted 
or spent foolishly. 
Yet God teaches 


us that we will succeed, but not by 
power or might. 
This applies to all 


questions of reform. The cause of 
good does not depend on human pa- 
trcnage. 
I believe in any and every 


institution, I care not what it may 
be, if it is one that is beneficial to 
man, or does more good than harm, 
phsyically and* morally. There may 
be institutions that are not of [divine 
origin. Yet they may be atle'to ac- 
complish great good. 
But these in- 


stitutions would not originate1 they 
would not be necessary if the churches 
and church membership would 
but 


come up to the Christian standard. 
The average Christian is apparently 
too slow, but GJd's works moves 
without human 
patronage. 
God 


does not advise with princes and 
rulers." His cause sometimes appears 
to be more prosperous when the rulers 
of men are arranged in opposition. 
There 
are 
too many sacrilegious 


Christians—those who have espoused 
the cause of Christ, but are contin- 
ually finding fault with the manage- 
ment. There are better men out of 
the ohurrh than some that are in it. 
The cause of Christ dons not depend 
on human power, the army or the 
navy, ' yet he sometimes uses these 
powers to accomplish his work, as has 
been demonstrated during the late 
war with Spain. 
God's work will be 


done, ;though it requires the shed- 
ding of blood, when it might have 
b'een done otherwise. 
God intended 


to liberate poor, persecuted Cuba, and 
it seemed impossible for it to be done 
on account of the unchristian 
influ- 


ence brought to. bear, and the edict 
was issued that they should be free, 
even at the cost of thousands of lives 


id millions of money, and we have 


but to look at the unprecedented suc- 
cess of the army and navy to recog- 
nize the hand of God as the control- 
ling power. 
It is right that a suffic- 


ient army and navy should be kept in

The cause of Christ 
can only be represented by truth and 
righteousness—not riches, learning or 
eloquence. Yet I wish all were rich 
if gotten honestly. 
We need educa- 


tion and learning, yet Satan seems to 
have a death grip on many of the 
good things of this earth. The cause 
of Christ depends entirely upon the 
spirit of God, and each should be 
called to do the work for which he or 
she, may be fitted. 
It often hap- 


pens that we mistake our calling, 
therefore do not succeed. There are 
many 
men standing 
behind 
the 


counter who should be preaching the 
gospel, and many men attempting to 
preach the gospel who sheuld be 
handling a pick and shovel. 
The 


work of God should be Jdone as 
planned, without stopping *to' think 
of the results. 
God will attend to 


that. The rain and the sunshine 
would be useless without God Jbehind 
them. The church cannot accom- 
plish much depending on themselves. 
God must be with 
them. 
Some 


churches are so small and Jmeek that 
they cannot accomplish much. 
Yet 


more pulpits are filled as |a result of 
the work of the small church than of 
the larger one. The largest church 
financially is not always the largest 
spiritually, but when the church and 
the Christian depend only on the 
spirit of God as a source of success, 
their triumph is assured."

land or poll taxes because it was the 
popular impression that the revolu- 
tionists would 
abolish taxation en- 


tirely. 


The natives of Pampang and Pan- 


gasinan, the two richest agricultural 
provinces of the island, and those of 
Hods and Zambales, who are the stur- 
diest mountaineers, distrust the Tagals 
and insist upon the establishment of 
an American protectorate. 


The assembly debated the question 


of a land tax. A majority of the mem- 
bers were opposed to the maintenance 
of a burden unequally distributed and 
unduly favoring the Tagals and de- 
mande'd 'chat a statement of expendi- 
tures be submitted before the matter 
was decided. The statement was not 
forthcoming and the question was 
shelved.
